SERMON. 

In the gospel according to John, the 
first chapter and 29th verse, the word of | 
the Lord is thus written : 

* The next day John seeth Jesus com- 
ing unto him, and saith, ‘Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world,’ ”’ 

While John the Baptist was fulfilling 
his functions in preaching and baptizing 
in Bethabara beyond Jordan, there came 
to him a deputation from the Pharisees 
to ask him who he was. In harmony 
with his character and mission, he de- 
clared that he was not. Elias and he was 
not the Christ; that he was sent to bear 
witness of one who should come after 
him, whose shoe’s latchet he was not 
worthy to unloose. The next day, see- 
ing Jesus himself, he said to his disci- 
ples as we have read in the text of the 
evening: “ Behold the Lambof God 
which taketh away the sin of the world.” 
This was in consistency with his charac- 
ter and his mission, turning qway atten- 
tion from himself and fixing it upon him 
whom he came to announce as the Sa- 
viour and Deliverer of mankind. While 
your attention is still fresh, let me direct 
your thought to the truth that is con- 
tained in these significant and striking 
words. You may be able to carry away 
in your memory an analysis of these 
words. 

Why is Jesus the Lamb of God? He 

is so because of the purity and simplicity 
of his nature. He is so because of the 
patience and, meekness with which he 
bears suffering ; and he is so in the third 
place, because he is the antitype of the 
yarious sacrifices offered under the Old 
Testament, and more especially. of the 
Paschal Lamb. 
_. How does Jesus, this Lamb of God, 
take away the sin of the world? He 
does so in the first place, because he has 
so suffered—he has made such an atone- 
ment—that if the whole world shall 
come to him, the atonement is sufficient 
for the wants of the world. He does so, 
in the second place, because he actually 
takes away the sins of the elect world ; 
and, in the third place, because in the 
arrangement of the covenant which he 
has ratified with his blood there is no 
exception made as against any man of 
any race, or tongue, or tribe, or people, 
or nation. 

And how are we to “behold the Lamb. 
of God”? Not with the bodily eye, 
and not with the imagination in a yivid 
picture presented to the fancy; but by 
having the reason and judgment so fill- 
ed and possessed with just and scriptural. 
conceptions of his person and work that 
the heart shall be inclined to rest upon 


ing sense, to “behold the Lamb of 
God.”’ 

You can see from this hasty, analysis 
of the words how much truth they con- 
tain. Now let me proceed to use them, 
im the first place, as a statement of ‘posi-

which taketh away the sin of the world.” 
First of all, Jesusis the Lamb. Mani- 
festly, that appellation is given him in 
view of his sacrificial character and 
work. In the Old Testament economy 
you will recollect that the animals were 
divided into two distinct classes—the 
clean and the unclean; a division’ of 
which we cannot’ see the reason or sig- 
nificance except in relation to the insti- 
tution of sacrifice. There is a distine- 
tion among the animals in their own 
nature. Some of them are gentle and 
meek and docile. Others again are sav- 
age and ferocious. Now, without ex- 
ception, you find that the animals for 
sacrifice are taken from the classes that. 
are meek and gentle and docile, never 
from those that are savage and ferocious; 
an arrangement which also must have 
had reference to the sacrificial work of 
the atonement, and ‘which was intended, 
doubtless, to point, in sonre degree, to 
the character of him who is as a lamb 
that before her shearers is dumb, and 
who under the greatest insults and af- 
flictions opened not his mouth. 

Jesus is the Lamb of God, but he is 
the Lamb of God in some _ peculiar 
sense. That surely does not mean that 
he is simply one of God’s creatures. 
That surely does not mean that he is 
simply a being called forth in the profu- 
sion of divine creative resources. Heis 
the Lamb, proceeding from God’s bosom: 
He is of God in such a sense as no crea, 
ture can be of God. As to his human 
body, indeed it was human, bone of our 
bone and flesh of our, flesh ; it was a 
creature, a perfect creature ; but as to 
his divine nature, he was the same in 
substance with the Father, his equal in 
power and in glory. He was the Lamb 
of God in that sense, that he had divine 
dignity and proceeded from the Father’s 
bosom. Else, there would be no mean- 
ing, surely, in such statements as these : 
God so loved” —God so much loved— 
‘“‘ the world that he gave his only begot- 
ten son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish but have everlast- 
ing life.” 

Christ is the Lamb of God. He is 
the Lamb of God taking away sin. To 
this agree the words of the prophets con- 
cerning him: “The Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” “He was 
wounded for our transgressions ; he was 
bruised for our iniquities.” . To this 
agree his own words: ‘* I am the good 
shepherd ; the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep.” To this agree the 
words of the apostle: ‘ The wages of 
sin is death, but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ, our Lord.” 
To this agree other words: “In whom 
we have redemption through his blood, 
the forgiveness of sin according to the 
riches of his grace.”’- | 

Jesus is the Lamb of God taking 
away sin; and in order to take away 
sin he must take sin upon him, and, he 
did so. This circumstance explains 
much in his history that otherwise would 
be inexplicable. When he united him- 
self with man he made himself sharer, 
so to speak, in human destinies, and ac- 
cepted human responsibilities. . When 
he became man he became one with us, 
and that for the very purpose of taking 
our iniquities upon him. That fact was 
indicated and symbolized in the Old 
Testament arrangement. You remem- 
ber how the priest was wont to do with 
the sacrifice. He laid his hands upon its 
head, and solemnly confessed over it his 


made it the typical and symbolical rep- 
resentative of the people; and when this 
was done and it had become identified, 
‘as it were, with those for whom it was 
for the time the substitute, then the fatal 
blow was given and the life was taken ; 
indicating that life is to be the means, 
in its destruction, by which sin is to be 
put away. Jesus Christ took our sin 
upon him in order that he might take 
our sin away. And_-in the light of this 
trath, we can see a significance in many 
of the facts of his history that we could 
not otherwise see. In the light of this 
truth, we can explain what would other- 
wise be inexplicable. |

Will 
they tell us how an innocent and holy 
being, under the just government of a 
righteous God, could be ‘a man of sor- 
rows, if he had no connection with sin ? 
Will they tell us how infinite justice 
could smite one that had no iniquity and 
no transgression, if he had not in some 
sense taken that iniquity upon him, and 
in some sense made that transgression 
hisown? Iseethatsin,if it be let alone 
and permitted to have its way, must 
separate me from the God who has made 
me, and hide from me forever the light 
of his countenance; and I see that Jesus 
Christ when standing for me and bearing 
my sins, has the light of his father’s 
countenance hidden from him ; and I 
hear him cry in the agony, “ My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me ?”’ 
I know that sin exposes me to the temp- 
tations of the wicked one. And I see 
Christ, my substitute, exposed to those 
same assaults and temptations, and only 
getting rid of them by his successful re- 
sistance of Satan, and by his word, “Get 
thee behind me.” I see that the tendency 
of sin is to fling me into utter and reme- 
diless ruin, where I must pine and pray 
in vain for a cup of water to cool my 
tongue ; and I see Jesus, when my substi- 
tute, hanging upon the cross, and I hear 
him say, as if to show that he stood in 
the room instead of sinners, and not in 
the hope that he might melt the hard 
hearts that were around him, “ I thirst,” 
* that the scripture might be fulfilled.” 
I see that sin covers this world with 
thorns and thistles—signs and symbols 
of the curse that sin has brought into 
the world; and I see Jesus Christ my 
substitute, as if to indicate to men that 
he was made a curse for us, with these 
thorns bound around his brow, as he is 
bearing wrath and making atonement 
upon the accursed tree. 

When Moses saw the flame in the 
bramble, and the bramble not consumed, 
he said: ‘I will now turn aside and see 
this. great sight, why the bush is not 
burnt.””. My brethren, I ask you to- 
night to turn aside and look at this far 
inore impressive spectacle, the Lamb of 
God taking away the sin of the world. 
Why has the Almighty voluntarily 
stripped him of his power? Why is 
the Eternal bowing willingly in the 
agonies of human dissolution? Why 
is the Infinite circumscribed by his own 
act? Why is the Sun of the Universe 
suffering mysterious and strange eclipse? 
Surely, that must have been no common 
occasion. That must have been no or- 
dinary necessity, that made it needful 
for the high purposes of human redemp- 
tion and divine vindication, that the 
Lamb of God should take away sin, 


the sin of the world, by the endurance 
of divine wrath ; by becoming “‘obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross.” 
It was an occasion beyond all parallel 
and without any precedent! 

I look again to the shadows of the 
Old Testament law, and I see that there 
was something more than the simple 
slaying of the sacrificial victim. I seé 
that r the sacrifice was slain, the fat 
of it—the best part of it, that is—was 
taken and laid upon the altar, and con- 
sumed—consumed with fire that had 
come down from heaven. What does 
this mean to me?’ Why, this: that 
wages of sin is death more than 
the mere death of the body ; more than 
the mere cessation of vital functions. 
That means to me that there is some- 
mang after death—that after death. 
wrath, burning wrath, consuming wrath ; 


fall upon me—the best part of me, the 
enduring, imperishable spirit, and con- 
sume’ it utterly and forever. Let 
that ‘wrath but come down upon me, 


and’ I must perish, and perish utterly. 
But between that anger from a just and 


transgressor, the Lamb of God inter- 

himself. He bares his’ bosom 
to the thunderbolts. They smite him ; 
he sinks and dies; and as he didés he 
makes atonement; and as he dies he 
vindicates law ; and as he dies he satis- 
fies justice; and now, whosoever of the 
human race, of any land, of ‘any tongue, 
of any natioh, of any amount of crimi- 
nality--whosoeyer will come aid hide 
himself’ in the shadow of the cross, who- 
soever will come and behold with be«

Lamb of God, he shall be saved. 
That is the gospel; that is the g 

of this book. at is the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ’; that is the a against 
which the pride of man has always risen 
up, against which man’s philosophy has 
so frequently raged} and raged in vain ; 
but it is the gospel still, the glorious 
gospel of the blessed God ; and will con- 
tinue to be true and satisfying to the 
human spirit, until the last children of 
God’s Israel. shall be brought out of 
Egypt and through the wilderness and

And now in the second place, let me 
ask you to look at this truth, as being 
the very substance of reyvlation—the 
very sum and substance of revelation. 
I hope none here suppose that that evan- 
gelical Peeing of which, thank God, 
we have so much in these United States, 
and of which, please God, we shall have 
a great deal more—I hope that none 
here sup that evangelical preaching 
is one of the improvements and inven- 
tions of this nineteeth century. It is 
not so, dear brethren. When more than 
three hundred years ago, the reformers 
of Europe took into, their hands the 
scriptures, more mighty against human 
superstitions than the rod of Moses was 
against the rods of the magicians, and 
when with that wand they swept away 
the crowd of human superstitions and 
unbeliefs, what was it that they pro- 
claimed to men? Why, it was free 
justification for the human spirit by the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ, given of 
the grace and mercy of God. And it 
was no invention of theirs. When, 
1,500 years before, the fishermen of Ga- 
lilee went forth at Christ’s bidding to do 
battle with the civilization of the time, 
to contend against hoary heathenism, 
that had the prestige of age and author- 
rity, and arms and triumph, what was 
it that they proclaimed to the world ? 
Why, it was Jesus Christ, Son of God 
and son of man, come into the world te 
save sinners. 


Nor was that a new discovery to 
them. They but caught up thé words 
that fell from Christ’s own lips: “I am 
the good pn wed the good shepherd 
giveth his life for the sheep.” And as 
we see in this ge, he stated what 
John the Baptist had announced: con- 
cerning him beforehand : “ Behold the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the 
sin of the world.” Nor was the Bap- 
tist the first to announce this glorious 
truth. It was in the Old Testament. 
The Old Testament is full of it—of this 
Saviour who was to take away sin. Mal- 
achi had written and Isaiah had sung. 
Of this Saviour, the Psalmist in his 
glowing and pathetic strain had given 

istinct intimation. This Saviour, as 
we say, was symbolized in the sacrificial 
rights of the Mosaic covenant. The 
sign and emblem of him smoked upon 
the patriarchal altars on the hillsides. 
When Nosh came out of the Ark, with 
the bow of promise overhead and the 
graves of his‘race below; the sign and 


symbol of this atoning lamb smoked u 
on his altar. And so it did upon Abel’s. 
From the beginning until Christ came, 


and since Christ came until. now, Jesus 
Chirst in his: person and in his work 
has been the sum and substance of di- 
Vine revelation unto men. It is he that 
makes the Old Testament and the New 
to be one.

And you know how when you tried 
to speak words of comfort and conso- 
lation to one another, they were words 
about Christ and his completed work, 
and the victory he had ‘gained. And 
when you stood beside the grave and 
looked into its depth, and when you 
tried to raise your hearts in hope and 
triumph, it was by thinking of him who 
is the resurrection and the life. 

You know these things to be true. 
Men and brethren, you have seen these 
things for yourselves. Now, what 
Christ has thus been to millions and 
millions of our race, he is willing and 
able to be to you and me; and it is this, 
my brother, it is this my sister, that 
Christ becomes to us in his person and 
his work—the basis, the sure basis, the 
sufficient basis of our personal christian 
hope. You can see how fitting he is to be 
such a basis. We are debtors, with noth- 
ing to pay ; we are debtors that owe ten 
thousand talents, and through Christ 
and for his sake God frankly forgives 
us all. We are criminals, and justice is 
upon our track, and justice will pursue 
‘us and overtake us until we hide behind 
the cross, and justice stops in reverence 
before that sacred cross. We are dead, 
and Christ Jesus is the life, and dead we 
shall continue until vitally united to 
Christ, joined to him by believing. 
And Jesus Christ is the exclusive basis. 
“Tam the way and the truth and the 
life; no man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.”” So, my brother or sister, 
if you are leaning upon anything else 
than Christ, or if you.are joining Christ 
and something else together in your per- 
sonal hope, you do wrong to Christ and 
you do wrong to yourself. He is enough. 

_Me is sufficient. He will have no part- 
nersin this business. Salvation is his un- 
participated work. He builds the temple 
and he bears the glory. Away then, 
away forever with anything that you 
have been joining with Christ in your 
eonfidence for the future. They are 
refuges of lies. They will fail you in 
the last moment; but he who trusts 
Christ and Christ only shall never be put 
to shame. Oh! it must have been a 

t thing to see the prophet of Israel 
in the olden time roll back the waters of 
the flood, that the people might pass 

_ through on the dry land; but it seems 
to me an immensely greater thing to see 
him who is prophet and priest at once of 
the true Israel roll back the very waves 
of death and judgment that his saints, 
God’s Israel, may pass through in safe- 
ty, and be with him in the better land 
forever and forever. | 

Not merely is Christ thus the basis of 

- eur personal hope, but, in the last place, 
let me try to show you that this doctrine 
of Christ, as stated in the text, is the 
means of our thorough restoration. 
When we talk about human restoration, 

must. be measured in some 
degree by that which we understand by 


human fall. We cannot’ comprehend 


how and to what extent a man is re- 
stored,if we do not comprehend how 
and to what extent he has fallen. 
My dear brethren, use your own 
npon this matter. Take 
ing upon trust from a man. “Our 
fall, if you will think of it, is- two-fold. 
There are two distinct elements into 
which you can resolve it. -In the first 
place, when a man has sinned Ahere is a 
fall in his character. I do not mean 
eharaoter in the sense of reputation—that 
which people say abuut us—which is of- 
ten far enough from the real facts in the 
ease, I mean character in the sense of 
what we are in ourselves, if there were 
no being in the world but ourselves. 
Now, my statement is that when man 
er woman has sinned, has consciously 
sinned, there isa fall; there is loss of 
character; there is loss of frankness, 
loss of self respect, loss of courage, loss

to be a cowardly consciousness of some- 
thing that is to be concealed; and that if 
there were no judgment seat, no dread 
tribunal and no awful and mysterious 
future; But there is more than that; 
there is a fall in condition. There being

telling lies?=Why, when By the mere 
inciples of haman and natural chivalry 
Be ought to have shielded the weaker 
woman, andakeh. the responsibility. to 
himself, is he found, coward-like, fling- 
ing the blame upon her? “ The wo- 
man whom theu gayest to be with me 
she gave me of the tree and I did eat.” 
He was degraded’im character by the 
sin that he had committed, and he was 
under condenmation:~“Try “to picture 
him to yourselves, as he passes away out 
of Paradise ; and if he dare to look back 
toward the garden from which God has 
driven him, behold! there flashes in his 
face the sword of the cherub that God has 
laced to guard the sacred residence. 
These are the evidences of the two ele- 
ments in his fall—a loss in character and 
a loss in condition. He has gone down 
in himself, and he has gone down under 
the sentence of a just and righteous law. 

Well, now, brethren, what was true 
of Adam is true of us. -It is true of 
you and me. We may gloze it over. 
We may call sins by pretty names. We 
may compliment oneanother. We may 
write glowing passages about the digni- 
ty of meer nature. Wemay magnify 
and flatter one another, which is the 
same thing in another form as to magni- 
fy and flatter ourselves. But, brethren, 
the facts are all against us. Conscience 
is against us. History is against us. 
Observation is against us. Our laws are 
against us. Our judges are against us. 
Our precautions against cheating, and 
fraud, and dishonesty upon the part of 
one-egainst another, are against us. All 
these things are against us, and all these 
things go to make out the truth that is 
written here as in letters- of light, in 
the Bible, that we have sinned, that we 
are sinners, that we are corrupt, that 
sin has degraded us, that we are con- 
demned, and that we need one who can 
meet this double malady by an adequate 
cure, which can be wrought only by the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sin 
of the world. — 

Now, let me try to show you how. 
This element in my nature in virtue of 
which I shrink from God and hide my- 
self from him, and try to avoid him as 
far as I can, is dealt with effectually, 
and the evil of it is cured, when Jesus 
Christ is revealed to me as the love of 
the Father. Now, I say to myself, God 
does not hate me; there is no reason 
why I should shun him; he pities me; 
he is willing to save me; he would fain 
bring mé back to fellowship with him. 
Behold! he has sent his son to be my 
deliverer ; and now I love him in return. 
I love him. because he first loved me ; 
and as this conviction is established in 
my soul by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, I get the spirit of adoption and 
I learn to say, “ Abba, Father ;’’ and 
now instead of hiding myself among 
the trees of the garden, the, cry of my 
spirit is, “ Nearer my God to Thee, near- 
er to Thee.” And so our character is 
elevated and changed; we are born 
again; made new creatures; born of 
the incorruptible seed of the word; born 
unto God by the Holy Ghost. 

But not only is that the case when 
the sinner believes in the Lord Jesus 
Christ according. to the arrangements 
that God has made in the covenant. The 
sins that were upon the sinner and that 
brought the condemnation upon him are 
held to be upon Christ. Oh, what a 
blessed exchange that is! My sins laid 
upon Christ, Christ’s righteousness given 
to.me; Christ treated as if he were the 
sinner ; I, for his. sake, treated as if I 
had never sinned; Christ made sin for 
me; I, the sinner, made the righteous- 
ness of God. So that that is true to me 
that is written in the Romans; ‘‘ There 
is therefore, now no condemnation to 
them‘which are in Christ Jesus.” Did 1 
nos say truly that the double fall, the 
fall in character and the fall in condition, 
is provided against and remedied in 
Christ. Jesus, who brings’ us back to be 
the sons of God,and delivers us from the 
curse and condemnation of the broken 
law ? 


Brethren beloved, do you know this 
spirit of adoption? Do you know God 
as your father? Do you know him in 
such’ wise as not to be terrified at the 
thought of him? | Do you really wish 
to come nearer and nearer tohim? Have 
you undergone this change of character ? 
for it is this that makes practical godli- 
ness; it is this that is true’ religion: 
Forms, ceremonies, sacerdotalisms, mul- 
tiplied services, contributions in money, 
negative religion—all that amounts to 
nothing,» All that is upon the outside. 
Many a hypocrite has had all that and 
more than that. True religion is when 
the soul through’ Jesus Christ has had 
the broken bonds of fellowship with the 
Father reunited, so that it says: “ Llove 
him and wish to be near him, to see his 
face and hear his voice; and because I 
love him I seek to keep his command- 
ments.” Brother, have you that religion? 
for that is the religion to live with and 
the religion to die with. . :

this is the only idea that remains to be 
put before you in this connection. It is 
the means of restoration. I do not 
kuow whether any of you have noticed 
it, and if you have not, it is well worth 
your notice, that this blessed book that 
is before me here is in some degree of the 
natureof a circle, It ends, as it were, 
where it begun. Did you ever notice 
that? Herein the book of Genesis we 
find our race in the Paradise of God, and 
here in the book of Revelation we findour 
race jn Paradise again. Here in the 
book of Gencsis God is walking with 
man, and here in the book of Revelation, 
*“ Behold the tabernacle of God is with 
men.” Here in the book of Genesis 
there is the Tree of Life, and here in the 
book of Revelation there is the Tree of 
Life again, bearin “twelve manner of 
fruits,” and the leaves of it “for the 
healing of the nations.” Here in the 
book of Genesis man is in felicity with- 
out tears or sorrow; and here in the 
book of Revelation man is again and 
God himself is with him. and God is his 
God, and God wipes away all tears from 
hiseyes. Surély, surely, he who brings 
the great multitude that no man can 
number, the millions upon millions of 
the human race out of ruin and wretch- 
edness and destruction from the very 
jaws of hell, and sets them back again 
in that better Paradise than ever gleam- 
ed upon the earth, may well be called 
the Restorer and we may well praise him, 
and well rejoice in him as the ‘ Lamb 
of God” that “taketh away the sin of 
the world.” 

And now, my brethren, I dare not 
close this statement of views without 
saying something directly to you.

is our heroism ?. If it be hard to.be a 
christian here, the more the honor to 
Christ if we be true to him, and bear 
his cross fearlessly, and adorn his doc- 
trine. Jet me beseech you then, you 
that have “~hope in Christ,be true to 
him ; be meek; be'gentle; be pure; be 
high-minded; be holy ; live, away from 
the world, not for separation’s sake, but 
by elevation above it; and 860 let men 
see how real and how true and how 
sanctifying is that gospel of peace that 
you have received into: your souls.

It’ was very unwise, if not a 
boastful and wicked demonstration which 
the Romanists at Belfast made, and the 
hot-headed and fiery Orangemen could 
not let them alone, or would not, though 
they had no right to molest them. 
What the details of the provocation 
were, we are not’ yet told; but we do 
not suppose the assault of the Orange- 
men can be justified, The entire affair 
has been both deplorable and shameful. 
There is so little to be gained by a riot, 
that the occurrence of one almost per- 
plexes us. Nor is it clear to us why a 
Celtic population should be so much 
more addicted to rioting than any other. 
Strikes are common in all lands, in 
these days, and usually prove failures, 
but strikes with shillelahs are worse, and 
prove to be great disasters. 


Funds for Students. 

Many young men, naturally well 
qualified for the ministry, find their way 
into other vocations because they can- 
not meet the necessary expense of a 
course of study preparatory to ministe- 
rial work. The fact is patent to all who 
havetaken the pains to inform themselves. 
It is an evil much deplored. Can it be. 
remedied? Doubtless it can. But to 
‘say that it can, when the facts show that 
notwithstanding the princely donations 
tbat have been made to the cause of edu- 
cation during the last half century, it 
has not, inclines us to regard the state- 
ment that it can be remedied as what 
Prof. Park would call a strong nervous 
phrase. 

The American Education Society has 
nobly undertaken to remedy the evil, and 
has accomplished and is still doing a no- 
ble work. Itis enabled todonate to needy 
students this year one hundred dollars in 
currency—say ninety dollars in coin. 
The minimum expense of a student at 
the Pacific Theological Seminary for a 
term of forty weeks is $140. Add to 
this fifty dollars as the minimum ex- 
pense, above what he can earn during 
vacation, for clothing, etc., and there re- 
mains a deficiency of one ‘hundred dol- 
lars. How shall this deficiency be met ? 
We use the “strong nervous phrase” and 
say: It can be met in one or all of the 
following ways: | 

1. The receipts of the American Edu- 
cation Society can be doubled. 

2. The seminaries and christian col- 
leges can secure scholarships, the income 
of which shall supplement the donations 
of the Education Society. 

8. Benevolent christians can be led to 
donate annually such sums as they are 
able, the method of distribution. being 
left optional with the faculty. 

4. Personal friends of students can be 


family friendship, sums which shall go 
directly to the persons they desire to see 
aided. 

5. Friends of an educated christian 
ministry can be led to provide in their 
wills for the needy students of our semi- 
naries, colleges, and academies. 

Here are five methods of securing 
funds for students, any one of which 
looks as well as a new church on paper. 
In’any Case, it is something to have a 
plan, In all cases it requires tact, 


| perseverance and hard work, to carry 


out the provisions of the plan. 

The work must be done by those who 
are interested in the cause. But very 
few, if any, take a leading intérest in 
many benevolent projects. The various 
societies have their, special patrons and 
workers. One man’s heart grows warm 
when foreign missions are named, an- 
other is thoroughly enlisted in behalf of 
sailors, a third in behalf of theological 
students.. Now, the last. mentioned is 
the one who must’ be the pioneer mis- 
sionary in the field we are considering. 
He is the one to agitate the matter, the 
spark that is to kindle the fire, the sow- 
‘er that is to scatter the seed. 

: This agitation should look toward sys- 
tematic measures for acomplishing the 
result desired.. A state education socie- 
ty would doubtless secure an increase of 
fands to the parent society, but if a state 
missionary society is organized this fall, 
the churches can hardly: support as a 
twin child a state education society. 
Besides, some—we wish we could say 
all—of the Congregational churches 
take up annual collections in behalf of 
the Pacific Theologial Seminary. Ap- 
peals in behalf of the Seminary, and in 
behalf of students attending the semi- 

nary, would appear to thé majority’ in 
our congregations 60 closely related as 
to be presentations of one cause.

Hen eggs are buoyant at 55c P dozen, with 
selected lots selling at 60c # dozen. Dack 
eggs are scarce at 55¢c p dozen. The price of 
Dupee’s and Whittaker’s hams has been raised

The Fair now in progress at the Pavillion on 
Stockton street is really the finest horticultural 
exhibit ever made in San. Francisco, equally as 
to the number, variety and beauty of the plants, 
the tastefulness of their arrangement, and the 
effectiveness of the pavilion plan and decoration. 
The display of fruits and vegetables is compar- 
tively small, but that of plants is very large and 
richly representative. The plats of tropical 
plants, of ferns from every quarter of the globe, 
of Australian vines and shrubs, {reveal the 
singular adaptability of our climate to a wide 
range of vegetable products. 


In Philadelphia, New York and Boston, team- 
sters of all descriptions, and horsemen, are 
obliged to yield the streets and street crossings 
pedestrians. People are not obliged, as they are 
in this city, to stop or ran and dodge for the 
safety of their limbs or lives across the route of 
heedless drivers of carts, wagons, hacks; bug- 
gies, drays, coaches, beer wagons, baker’s wag- 
ons, laundry wagons, butcher carts, grocery and 
express wagons, milk wagons aod horsemen, 
who never see the necessity of slowing down 
when they come toacrossing. The pedestrian 
has the fitst right, and in the cities mentioned 
the authorities enforce it. Drivers of teams 
must come to a dead halt when people are on 
the crossings and if they do not they are prompt- 
ly arrested on the spot- Such a rule ought to 
be made here and ‘enforced rigorously, for there 
is no city in the Union whose men, women and 
children are so frequently run down, rup over, 
and mangled or killed by vihicles in the public 
streets. 


The value of accessible mountain timber land 
generally has increased very much within two 
years, along the line of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. Mauch of the timber adjoining that road 
from Clipper Gap to Reno, has been cut down, 
and roads and shoots are constanly being opened 
further back, north and south, by means of which 
the greatly increasing demand for lumber is be- 
ing supplied. The sawmills around Lake Tahoe 
now pay an ayerage of $1.25 a thousand for 
lumber in the tree. Each tree averages 2,000 
feet, ‘and each acre 23,000 feet of lumber, which, 
at the price named, would place the value of each 
acre of timber at $28.75. Of course there is 
not much land in which all of the trees would 
be large or good enough, to be worth cutting: 
Five dollars each is often paid, however, for 
large trees. There are yet millions of acres 
of timber land around Lake Tahoe, at least one 
half of which is owned by the Central Pacific 
Railroad, and is beld firmly by theCompany at 
$10 to $20 per acre.

Propagating Péar Trees... 
Will surface roots of grafted trees 
produce trees like those from! whieb they 
are taken? If so, are the trees “so ‘ob- 
tained as good as those graftedon dither 
r or quince ? 
We have many times been suceéssful 
up two 
and more years’ old roots, cutting back 
the side roots so as not: to have toomany 
on one sile, and planting the root in 0 
upright position, with the.upper én 
oheat with tis surface, or a little higher. 
Such roots will push shoots, all: but..one 
of which must be rubbed off. In this 
way trees large enough to transplant can 
be obtained oné or two yearsearlier than 
by planting pear stocks and budding or 
grafting them. ‘The roots must be taken, 
not from the part on which the graft 
was worked, but from roots which have 
grown out of the graft, as all below the 
raft will be like the stock. 
Perhaps the best way to obtain good 


first to bud them into quince stocks, and 
after the buds have made one season’s 
growth, take up the trees and plant 
them low enough to cover the budded 
part six inches, and then lip them. 

The roots ought not to be taken until 
they are two years old, as young one 
year old roots do not bud freely. Nei- 
ther should very old roots be employed ; 
though they will sometimes make good 
plants, they are very apt, in addition to 
making the needed bud near the surface, 
to make numerous others lower down, 
which will send up suckers around the 
stem; generally to such an extent, as 
greatly to annoy the planter, and lessen 
the growth intended to form the head 
of the tree. To some extent this objec- 
tion is likely to apply to younger roots 
also. 

Well selected roots set in nursery 
rows, and well cultivated for two years, 
will produce trees which will average 
larger than those budded on the part 
two years after the buds or grafts are 
set. 

When trees which are grown from 
pieces of roots are taken up preparatory 
to the final transplanting, they should be 
carefully inspected, and all the suckers 
and buds found on the main root ought 
to be deeply and smoothly cut away ; 
after which the roots will no more tend 
to sucker than those on trees produced 
by the ordinary mode of grafting or 
budding. 

We ‘lo not think there is any better 
way of procuring a good stock of pear 
trees than by first working them on 
quince stocks, and after they have made 
one or two years growth, lip them and 
lant them where they are to stand. 
Snoh trees start into growth with great 
vigor, because of the fibrous nature of 
the quince roots. But on all such trees, 


well established, they alone seem to be 
sustained, and the quince roots after a 


We have stated that when the grafted 
parts of trees are made tosend out roots, 
such roots will, if cut off and planted, 
make good trees. But it should also be 
stated, that owing to the difficulty of ob- 
taining a supply of such roots, that we 
do not think that trees can be as cheaply 
made by this means as to bud or graft in- 
to vigorous quince stocks, and afterwards 
treat them as we have heretofore direct- 
ed.— Prairie Farmer. 


Hens in California. 


There seems to have been a fatality | 
attending every attempt to keep as many 
as 500 hens together anywhere in Cali- 
fornia. That 50 or 60 can be kept to- 
gether and remain generally healthy, 
with proper care, is equally true; so 
that if the desire is to keep as many as 
five hundred, we would recommend 
dividing them up into colonies of 100 or 
less, with suitably arranged apartments 
for each. 

Hens having a range upon an” ocean 
beach are always healthy, so far as it 
regards any food they may glean from 
it. Lime in any form is beneficial to 
hens, and this is found in all manner of 
shells they may pick up. Soda is some- 
times mixed with chicken feed to correct 
too great an acidity, and salt is but the 
chloride of sodium and we doubt wheth- 
er any animal will eat more of than. is 
needful, if left to itself to choose its 
food. 

‘Common hens seldom lay more than 
fifteen or eighteen eggs at a “laying ;” 
twelve to fifteen being as many as they 
can well cover in sitting. Brahmas have 
been known to lay thirty, and in a few 
instances nearly forty at a laying ; but it 
is exhaustive, so that when they have 
laid tweuty-six, eiough to set two hens, 
they should be reasoned with, or shut up 
in a small coop with a clean board floor, 
on short allowance for a few days. 

In regard to the sex of eggs, we have 
heard it asserted that hose which were 

rfect in their form, a regular oval, are 
ens, and that those having a raised 
band or protuberance around the egg 
near the middle and the egg perhaps a 
little longer than the others, were al- 
ways roosters, We would suggest that 
“Marion” set one hen with the lon 
eggs and another with’ the others, and 
keeping the broods of chicks apart till 
sufficiently developed, test the truthful- 
ness of the “old woman’s, whim,” for 
the benetit of chicken culturists, 

Corn meal and water is often mixed 
too wet for the health of very young 
chicks, It is a good plan to give them : 
corn cracked fine, but not ground; and” 
throw it dry upon the ground, that they 
may even hunt for-much of it among 
the sand and pebbles, Dry corn bread 
crumbled, is better for them than raw 
corn meal and water, ti they are two 
weeks old.

Keeeping Roads in Repair. 

The best system of mending the high- 
way is that which mends soonest, The 
old methods of working the roads annu- 
out of many, plaees. "Phe work 
Was pot well-done, although th 
ers had to use the roads they mended. 
The highways need constant superyision 
by one man in each town who under- | 
stands the business, and who can remedy 
a defect as soon as it makes its appear- 
ance. A deep rut is made deeper by 
every loadnd team that passes over the 
road; and where the system of annual 
repairs A the highways are almost 
impassable in the early spring. We 
want the same'thorough system of. su 
ervision that. prevails on our 
transferred to the highway. This has 
been adopted in some towns in Massa- 
chusetts, and is found to be much better 
ecenomy, and to give them much better 
roads. A load of gravel in season ap- 
plied to the ruts and gullies saves the 
necessity of two loads applied at the end 
of the year. Travel on a well-made 
road does far less injury than the rains 
and frosts. If the inequalities are im- 
mediately jremedies, travel rather helps 
than hinders road-making. Every one 
prefers the well-beaten track to a new- 
made road. It is quite possible to distrib. 
ute the —— so evenly through the 
year that the road-bed may be always in 
good condition. The loss to the farming 
community from bad roads'is enormous. 
It is one of the heaviest taxes we have to 
pay. It is laid on every article that 
goes from the farm to the market, and 
in many cases the tax is so heavy that it 
swallows all the profits. Good roads 
lessen the cost of production; they 
would cheapen the grocer’s bill, the mill- 
er’s bill, and especially the cost of fer- 
tilizers, which are the secret of economi- 
cal farming in the older States. “Work 
the roads to-day, and save money. 


Pasturage in the Mountains. 


We learn from parties who have taken 
large herds of animale frem the lower 
plains and valleys, to the valleys and 
plateaus of the Sierras, that the pros- 
pect of a splendid feeding season was 
never better. “Bunch grass,” which 
generally occupies the slopes and tops of 
the great ridges, where but little timber 
prevails, is this year unusually abundant 
and seems not to have beén materially 
injured from last year’s severe grazing. 

Many had supposed this grass to be an 
annual, at best a biennial, but now it is 
known to be perennial ; and the grazing 
of the same during the season when it 
would naturally perfect its seeds, instead 
of ‘destroying the grass utterly, is, found 
to cause a thickening up and conse juent- 
ly producing more than before. 

tis notimprobable that the 8summer’s 
grazing is less exhaustive to the roots 
of this grass, than would be the annual 
growth and ripening of its seeds. Upon 
the more level lands of the valleys of | 
mountains, there are several varieties of | 
indigenous grasses and clovers, that this 
year seem to be unusually fine; these 
are admirably adapted to the feeding of 


whilst the sheeps and goats climb to the 
highest peaks and pinnacles of ranges for 
their favorite “* bunch grass,” and other 
Alpine herbage. More than ever before, 
these valuable pasture grounds are be- 
ing oceupied this year, with the view of 
permanently holding them till a title is 


secured from the government.— Pacific 
Rural Press. 


To prevent rabbits from gnawing the 
bark from trees, the following remedy 
has proved successful. Take a bacon 
skin or piece of pork, (more rancid the 
better) in one hand, and grasp the young 
sprout with the other. Commence at 
the ground and smear the grease upward 
far enough to ‘be out of reach of rab- | 
bits. Do this thoroughly, and the trees 
are safe during the winter. For larger 
trees I recommend a paint brush and a 
pan of old grease. 

Another correspondent writes as fol- 
lows: Acting on the advice received 
from a friend, I saved all the fresh. blood 
I could’on butchering day, and with my 
hand besmeared the body of every tree 
from the ground as high as a rabbit 
could reach. They troubled me no more 
for three or more years. When they 
commenced again, applied the 
blood. Three applications in that way 
carried trees through “thé. period of 
danger, and I find I can raise good'trees. 
and good rabbits in the same field. For
